According to the information 
available, the tug was traveling 
alongside of the freighter, with 
about 20 yards separating the 
}two, when they suddenly came 
together, side on. The tug was 
roiled over several times as the| 
freighter continued its course. | 

R. J. Nelson, general man- 
ager of the Halifax Shipyards 
Ltd,, said all men aboard the tug 
were employees of the shipyards. 

It was stated poor visibility 
may have been the cause of the 
accident.

Heavy Damage 
To Enemy Fleet 
In South Pacific 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The navy 
reported today that on the basis 
of incomplete information, United 
States naval forces apparently 
bad caused the Japanese very 
heavy damage in the battle of 
Kula Gull. 

Details of the action, fought 
Monday (Solomon Islands time) 
and apparently all over now, still 
were lacking, but there was no 
disposition in authoritative quar- 
ters here to consider it as a ma- 


ing on the Solomons campaign. 

The impression prevailed
